stub pencil can. Democrats, Populists and
Republicans "fratted" like school bojs on
a lark and in tho warmth caused by the
cordial exchange of courtesies even the
sphinx of Missouri newspaperdom, the
erudite Walter Williams, regent of the
State university, and editor of the State
Capital and, the Columbia Heray, unbent
and beamed, beamed with a BUI Nye ex-
pression, that charmed all upon whom its
rays fell.

Averse to Talking Politics.
Although "the greatest politicians on

"Wc came here for rest and
recreation and to keep alive the fires of
friendship, and we find the place alive with
politicians," said one. "Look at that group
there! Every one is a politician and their
idol and king is upstairs waiting for them
to appear before him.

No,
I will not discuss Stephens. I'll not talk
politics, neither will I give my views on
expansion. Everybody in my district knows
where I stand, for I tell them the ame old
story every week.

Colonel --John A. Knott is also a pro-
nounced Stephens man. "We never had a

governor and I, for one, will never
ook for one," said he. "Every administra-

tion has made mistakes, and perhaps Ste-
phens has made his. but taken as a whole
his administration deserves the support of
the party. As for Shackleford, I believe he
will win. I was at the convention at Ful-
ton. It was a fair, open, honest contest
between loyal Democrats and Shackleford
won the nomination fairly.

In the afternoon the time was pleasantly

spent in listening to President Groves' an-
nual address and to discussions of an in-

formal nature.
Mr. Groves' address was ery Interesting.

His subject was, "Missouri, as She Was, Is
and Shall Be." The address was a his-
torical resume of the state's progress, a
review of incidents, and a forecast of Its
future, the latter being prefaced by the
following glowing eulogy of Kansns Citv:"Standing In this presence with-
in the hospitable gates of this wonderful
city, with her miles upon miles of mag-
nificent buildings and splendidly paved
streets, her matchless transportation fa-
cilities, her gigantic packing and live stock
Interests her immense wholesale and re-ta- ll

establishments, her perfect svstem of
parks and boulevards, her commodious and
perfectly equipped hotels, her unrivaled
schools, her scores of churches, her intelli-
gent, patriotic and enterprising citizenship,
and possessing the largest convention hall
in the world, in which at least one of thenext presidential candidates will be nomi-
nated it is hard to realize the marvelous
transformatlqn which a few short years
have wrought In the spot whereon thiscity stands. But a few ears ago It was
the home of the Indian, the wild deer and
the buffalo, where
"The partridge at noondaj-- . whistled In undisturbed

rolltude.
And the sober snides chssed the shadows of even;
Where tbe shy loz at midnight sported with the

echo of his own baying.
And the lonely wood cricket tinkled her pensive

notes
To the time of the night beetle's dram.

"To-da- v, with a population of a quarter
of a million souls Kansas City sits at the
gateway to the West and Southwest, with
almost one-four- th of the entire continent
at her feet as her domain.

"At the other end of the state sits the
imperial citv of the Iron Crown with a
population of nearly 700,000 of the best peo
ple In the world; with her thousands of
factories and diversified Industries, her
broad streets, her palatial homes, her lofty
buildings and sunerb mercantile houses;
with her railroads and her river with her
weaun ana commercial greatness, It Is
meet and nroDer that the pelehratlnn nf
the cpntennial of the Louisiana purchase
should be held at St. Louis. At that time
Missouri's gates will be thrown wide open
and the world will be welcomed to our
nearts ana nnmes.

corn. Iron, lead, zinc and coal; her splendid
manhood and pure womanhood; her geo-
graphic position, her Intelligence, patriot-Is-

wealth and culture; her possibilities
and her destiny, entitle her to stand In thefront rank of states. I feel well assured
that in making a plea for a twentieth cen-tury Missouri, a Missouri which shall boworthy of her name and her people, I am
but voicing the sentiment of caoh Individ-

The most important work that will en-

gage the attention of the editors to-d-

will be the election of officers. Every jear
a new president and new vice presidents
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arc elected, but as a rule the other ufile ers
are continued In office. The Indications are
that W. R Painter, of the Carrollton Dem-
ocrat, will succeed Mr. Groves as presi-
dent without opposition. Ho is the first
vlco president of the association, and Is
known as a Journalistic scrapper of thirty-thir- d

degree eminence. Wes L Robertson,
of the Gallatin Democrat, will be elevated
to tho first vice presidency, and J. T. Brad-
shaw, of the Chllllcothe Constitution, to the
second vice presidency. For the office of
third vice president no candidate has been
named. H. F. Chllders will succeed him-
self as recording secretary. Bob White
will continue to act as corresponding secre-
tary, and William L. Thomas, for tvventv
years the treasurer of the association, will
be by acclamation.

GETS A WINDFALL.

Bctbnny Hospltnl to Receive a Be-

quest of ?40,000 Endow meat
of $00,000 More.

Bethany hospital, in Kansas City, Kas ,

has been pledged a gift of JWOO, and will
probably be endowed with $"0,000 more. The
name of the donor Is withheld by the man-
agement of the hospital until the final
terms of the gift are decided upon. This
will be reached about the 10th of next
month, when the hospital's benefactor will
arrive In the city and meet the board of
directors.

Rev. Mr. S. E Betts. general superin-
tendent of the hospital, said j esterday that
he was not at liberty to divulge the name
of the man who has promised the money.
but says he is a Western man, and that
the gift may be a great deal more than $40.-00- 0.

According to the statement of a friend
ot the hospital, which was practically
corroborated by Rev. Mr. Betts last even-
ing, a wealthy Westerner has decided to
give the hospital at least $10,000 to beused
In the erection of a handsome new struc-
ture. The board of directors and Rev. Mr.
Betts, the general superintendent, have
been instructed to have plans and specifica-
tions drawn up for the new building. The
man who Is to give the money will meet
with the directors in Kansas City, Kas , on
or about September 10, at which time the
plans will be approved and the money turn-
ed over. The building will be an artistical-
ly designed structure, modernly equipped
from basement to garret. Should it cost
more than $10,000, it is more thin probable
that the gift will be raised to the sum
necessary to complete the hospital and
make it one of the best in the Western
country.

When the new hospital Is completed, the
present building, which is a big two-stor- v

brick, will be converted into a Deaconess
Home and Training school, the entire struc-
ture to be used for this purpose exclusively.
It will be a branch of the hospital, and the
two will be under the same management,
making one of the biggest institutions of
the kind In the United States

Bethanj hospital was founded In 1S92 by
the Methodist Episcopal church of Kansas
City. Kas , and was later adopted bj the
Methodist conference of Kansas It is now
under the control of the Kansas conference,
but Is managed by a board ot directors
elected each jear. It is a charitable insti-
tution and every person contributing as
much as $10 a jear to its maintenance is
termed a stockholder and is entitled to a
vote In electing the board of directors. The
directors, after being elected by the

stockholders, are confirmed by tho
state conference. The board then proceeds
to elect the hospital officers

Since the establishment of Bethanv hos-
pital in 1S92 it has grown bejond all ex-
pectations Although it Is purely a Prot-
estant Institution, founded by the Method-
ists, jet it Is unsectarlan In caring for the
sick and wounded. Out of the fifty wards
at the present hospital thlrtj'-iiv- e are in
the free department, onlv fifteen being in
the paj-- department. When patients are
willing and can afford to paj-- for the treat-
ment and care given them at the hospital
they are placed In what Is known as the
fiay department. However, those occupv

free beds receive the same care and
attention as those who paj--.

BEHIND IE BARS

MISS PERKIXS' ASS KJu VNT IX WYAN
DOTTE COUNTY JAIL,

HIS NAME IS GEORGE WALKER

.NO DAAGER THAT HE 1VILL BE
LYNCHED FOR HIS CRIME.

Hostile Demonstrations 'Were Made,
but It Is Not Relieved That Walk-

er Would Have Been L itch-
ed Had lie Been Taken

Turner.

George Walker, the negro who was ar-
rested near Olathe, Monday night by Sher-
iff J. W. Jones, of Johnson county, as stat-
ed in The Journal jesterdaj, and Identified
by Miss, Edna Perkins as, the man who at-
tempted to commit a criminal absault on
her last Thursday afternoon, is now safely
confined in the AVjandotte county jail, and
the authorities have little fear that an at-
tempt will be made to ljnch him

Miss Perkins and her father, together
with two bojs who saw the negro shortly
after he released his victim along the road
west of Argentine, went to Olathe Mon-
day night and positively Identified the pris-
oner as the guilty man He was kept In
the countj jail at Olathe Monday night and
early jesterdiy morning was placed on
the train and brought to Argentine. The
officers in charge of him expected that a
crowd might meet them at Turner and at-
tempt to take the fellow out and hang him,
but the news of his arrest was not known
among the farmers at that time, and they
experienced no trouble In landing him safe
In the Argentine jail.

A large crowd was standing about the
city hall when the prisoner arrived, but no
hostile demorstratlcn was made. The fel
low acted rather queerly when he was first
captured, but after the sheriff gave him a
square meal he showed little signs of In
sanity, and morning was appar-
ently ras bright as any man. When Sheriff
Jones came upon the fellow he was stark
naked and was walking along the Santa Fe
railway tracks, about midway between
Olathe and Zarah. He offered little resist-
ance and was qulcklj- - placed in the sheriff's
buggy and hurried off to the jail at Olathe.

The crowd around the jail in Argentine
grew larger at noon, as it was rumored
that the fellow was to be taken to Turner
to be arraigned before a justice ot the
peace. Small knots ot men could be seen
standing around, holding secret conversa-
tions, and shortlj trey would walk leisure-
ly awaj' and out of sight of the crowd.
Fully one-ha- lf of the crowd about the city
hall were curiosity seekers, manj' of them
being women and children Many negroes
were also present, and as the time passed
bj' and no move was made to take the pris-
oner out, the crowd sought the shade of
buildings and discussed the affair. A farm-
er with a load of melons drove up and soon
his wagon was surrounded with a crowd of
men and bojs The whole load was sold
on the spot, one at a time, and he drove
awaj evidently wishing that such excite-
ment w as on ev ery day In the Sllv er City.

the negro was to be taken to Turner to
be arraigned the men began quietlj- - leav-
ing the citj. and it Is claimed that fully
200 men were stationed In the woods west
of Argentine waiting for the olficers to
take the fellow to the justice of the
peace. Several persons from Kansas Citj'
were among the crowd, and had engaged
rigs from the liverj' stable to witness the
"fun," as thej termed it, should the fel-
low be taken out of jail and started
ton ard Turner.

The Argentine police kept a close guard
of the jail, but a number were allowed to
go in and see the prisoner, and they
seemed to feel sure that no attempt
would be made to take him out during
tne Jtternoon.

While the members of the horse league
and the citizens living near Turner were
planning to take the tellow before a jus-
tice of the peace a number of the ne-
groes of Argentine hurried to Kansas City,
Kas. and emnloved Attorney J. A. Smith
to bring habens corpus proceedings before
I'rcDJte Judge anjaer. 'ine writ ot ha-
beas was granted, and was given to Un
der Sheriff Peck and Deputj Sheriff Fer-
guson for sen ice. In the meantime Dep-
utj- Sheriff Corvine Patterson had gone
to Argentine and was apparently sizing
up the situation When the other two
deputies arrived thej attempted to serve
the writ on George Simmons, captain of
tne et Simmons,
howevpr, had turned the fellow over to
Citv Marshal Howard and Deputy Sheriff
McKee The writ was then served on
thm. and the marshal turned over the
p soner to the deputies He was taken
hurriedlj from the jail and placed
in Under Sheriff Peck's buggj, and before
the crowd standing iround the citj' hall
knew what was going on the sheriff was
two blocks awaj, driving like mad. A
number of men on horses and In buggies
attempted to follow the officers, but thej'
drove over the viaduct across the Santa
Fe tracks and soon distanced the men
who were following them

Xo Dnngcr of n. Lynching.
The officers had little cause for fear,

however, as the crowd which was after
them was slmplj- - men who had been drawn
to the citj-- from the rumors that were
afloat to the effect that the fellow was to
be ljnched. A number of the men did not
know the officers, and it was thought the
negro was being taken to Turner, as the
under sheriff drove away from the city
hall In the direction ot Turner. When the
true facts became known there was consid-
erable grumbling among some of the citi-
zens about the place, and it was fully an
hour before the crowd which had congre-
gated in the woods could be made to be-

lieve that the negro had been taken to
the countj- - jail. The under sheriff ar-
rived In Argentine shortlj-- before 3 o'clock
In the afternoon, and In thlrtj-- minutes aft-
er had tho fellow sccurelj- - in the county
jail.

J. W. Perkins, rather of the wom-
an, went to Kansas Citj--. Kas. after the
negro had been taken there and caused
a warrant to be Issued from the North
side city court.

Walker claims that he came to Wyan-
dotte countj- - from Leavenworth about two
weeks ago He has little to say about him-
self, and was badly frightened when seen
by a reporter for The Journal In the Jail
at Argentine. He has told several different
stories about himself, and saj s he has been
pursued bj a large body of men for the
past five dajs. When asked what he did
with his clothes he told the officers that
some raw had met him In the woods west
of the city and told him to throw them
awaj-- . A search was made for his clothes
j"sterdaj--, but no trace of them could be
fourfd, end it is thought he either hid them
or threw tnem in tne river.

Sheriff Jones saj-- s that when he arrested
the fellow he was fcotscre and his legs
and bodv- - were covered with scratches,
which would indicate that he had been
without his clothes for some time

Miss Perkins is positive he is the right
man and when he was taken before her in
the Olathe Jail Monday night the minute
she cast her cjes on him she involuntarily
threw-- up her hands and turning to her
father said:

"1 hat's the man, papa; let's go."
She also saw him jesterdav morning and

again stated positlvelj- - that the negro was
her assailant.

A crowd of about 150 colored men assem-
bled at the county jail last night and ed

the streets in that vicinity until mid-
night. They were there for the purpose of
offering resistance in case an attempt was
made to take the prisoner from the Jail
bj-- a mob However, no one put in an ap-
pearance who looked like thev wanted to
participtte In a ljnchlng. and finally the
crowd dispersed of Its own accord.

SAM HALL JAILED.

Chnrced "With Crlminnl Assnnlt on
Ills Stepdaughter

Has Good Reputation.
Samuel Hall, a Lee's Summit negro, was

taken to Independence jesterdaj- - and
placed in jail for safe keeping by City
Marsha! Matt Short, of Lee's Summit. Hall
is charged with crimiml assault upon his

btepchild. The feeling against

the negro in Lee's Summit was of such an
unfriendly nature that it was feared that
some tree or telegraph pole would bearstrange fruit. This feeling was growing in
lntensltj-- . Hall will be given a trial Au-
gust IS. He has borne the reputation of
being an honest and Industrious citizen,
but trouble with his wife has caused her
to bring this serious charge against him.

THE NEW LAW.

Prohibits the Use of Arsenic or Alnm
In Food Articles.

The law enacted by the last legislature,
a copy of which was recentlj' published in
our columns, and which prohibits the man-
ufacture or sale of any article intended for
food or to be used In the preparation of
food, which contains alum, arsenic, am-
monia, etc.. places Missouri at the head
of the states in the matter of sanitary
legislation.

Laws restricting the use of alum In bread
have been In force In England, Germany
and France for many jears.. In this count-
ry-. In Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan,
Ohio. Kentucky and several other states,
direct legislation in reference to the sale
of alum baking powders has also been ef-

fected. In several of these states their
sale Is prohibited unless they are branded
to show that they contain alum, and in the
District of Columbia, under the laws ot
congress, the sale of bread containing alum
has been made Illegal.

Following are the names of some of the
brands of baking powder sold in this state
which are shown by recent anal j sis to
contain alum. Housekeepers and grocers
should cut the list out and keep it for ref-

HARD COAL GOES UP.

Anthracite Sells for 8.50 Now, lint
Will Be Advanced Xext Month

Plenty of Soft Coal.
Eastern anthracite coal is selling for $S 50

this month, but dealers said j esterday that
the price would be raised next month and
that large dealers will not take orders at
current prices for September delivery. Soft
coal, however, will not be advanced, ac-
cording to the big dealers.

R. H. Keith, president of the Central
Coal and Coke Company, talked to a re-

porter for The Journal j esterday about the
local sott coal situation. He said:

"Coal is a little hlcher now than a few
months ago. This is due to the fact that
the strike of the miners In the Missouri,
Kansas, Arkansas and Indian Terrltorj
mines has created a scarcity of coal in
this section. Packing houses have had to
buj- - Iowa and Eastern coal, which cost
more on account of freight. At this time
of jear also mines do not turn out so much
slack, which is largely used in packing
houses.

"AH of our mines, nine in number, are
now in operation. They are being operated
bj-- non-unio- n miners. We have some mem-
bers of the Knights of Labor In our mines
who do not affiliate with the regular min-
ers' union We have our
mines as also have the Southwestern Coal
and Improvement Company, the Kansas
and Texas Company and Western Coal and
Mining Company, which with us constitute
what Is known as the 'Big Four.' "

"What Is vour ODlnion concerning the
probable price for coal in Kansas City next
winter; was asitea.

"I do not look for an advance over last
winter except possibly a slight advance in
some grades. The Central Coal and Coke
Companj- - is a bear on the market. We
want to see cheap coal and we will do all
we can to keep the price down. C- -. 1 is
rather scarce with us just now on 'countof the newness of most of our mine v . who
cannot, of course, turn out as muc. coal
a day as old hands. They will be more ex-
perienced, however, bj-- winter, and we will
then be prepared to supply the demand.

"The people of Kansas City mav rest as-
sured that this companj- - will tight

to raise the price of coal so long
as we are able."

It higher than at any time for many
j ears.

Butchers threaten an early and strong
advance which will cause eaters of the
juicj porterhouse to wince and probably
substitute tho cheaper mutton chops.

The causek ot the advance, according to
the packers, is the scarcity ot good beeves
in the market. Cattle owners are holding
their stock to fatten them with new corn.

The stock yards are crowded every day
with "canning stock," that Is, stock of
lower grades which packers use for making
cheaper meat products.

A local butcher said yesterday: "All good
beef cuts are high, but as yet the public
has not felt the advance. It has been al-
most Impossible for the packers to supplj-th- e

demand for the right sort of carcasses
for the best trade. Although packers have
been gradually advancing their prices, the
retail butchers have permitted the mirgln
between the cost and the retail price to
decrease without a murmur. We have now-com-e

to a point where we must push up
our selling price. Not a butcher In Kansas
City Is making a cent on beef cuts at their
present price."

Mrs. Lutky
has never been considered mentally able
to look after her personal affairs or busi-
ness matters.

Before her mother"s death she mar
ried a man named Haj-es- , who proved a
worthless character and It is said got away
with considerable of her money.

Three jears ago Hayes died, and last fall
Mrs. Hajes became Mrs. Luckj-- . He took
her to Kentuckj-- , Many wondered whj-- her
relatives did not have a guardian appoint-
ed for her, but none of them seemed willing
to take the step. Saturday J. V-- C. Redmon
appeared in the circuit court and secured
an order from Judge Gibson to sell the re-
maining farm belonging to Mrs. Lucky.
The order was revoked, however, after
Judge Gibson found that Mrs. Lucky was
hardly able to look after her business mat-
ters and did not know her own mind

to enter into such a transaction.
Colonel Sothern, A. M. Ott and W. S.

Flournoy at the requebt of Judge Gibson
made application that a guardian be ap-
pointed. The case was tried bj-- a jury yes-
terday and the testimony went to show
that Mrs. Lucky was rapidly losing her
property owing to her mental condition.

Gret sjmpathj- - was shown for the wom-
an by some of the best citizens of the citj'.
The jurj- - was out a short time and the
verdict was such that a guardian will be
appointed. Attempts to suggest to Julge
Gulnotte, whom he should appoint were
rebuked In court jesterdaj--, the udge sug-
gesting that he would do his own appoint-
ing, the decision to be made known j-.

If the right guardian Is appointed.
In all probabllitj- - there will be some warm
times for those who now hold her property
bj-- purchase or otherwise. What little she
sold in the way of valuaole property may
be returned to her, deeds be set aside and
those who Drofited by reason of the mental
condition of Mrs. Lucky be compelled to
make restitution.

Mrs Lucky is related to many families
of Independence and they are gratified by
the action of the court In the' matter of
guardianship. Her two children were tak-
en from her several weeks aeo and placed
In a home In Kansas City, where they are
receiving proper care.

POLICE COURT JURISDICTION.

Salt Brought In the Circuit Court to
Test It in the Supreme

Court.
